he Prior to August 1950, the former Dragoner Kaserne, which was located 
on the north side of Landsbergerstrasse in the eastern sector of Kreuz 
burg and consisted of 1 fiveestory barracks building, 3 or h small 
buildings and 2 stables, each about 120 meters long, with an open 
riding course, was occupied by a Polish unit. The soldiers wore red 
epaulets and visor=type caps with a red band and the Polish eagle. They 
were armed only with pistols and rifles. Some trucks and horse-dram 
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vehicles were parked in the billeting area. Four units of GO to Loc 
men each wearing the same uniform as the soldiers in the Drazoner 
Kaserne were seen on review in the surmer of 1950. The training area 
was south of Landsbergerstrasse southeast of the barracks installation.
